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AN ACT in relation to victins of stal king and donestic

Vi ol ence.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the
Victins of St al ki ng and Donesti c Vi ol ence  Address

Confidentiality Act.

Section 5. Purposes. The General Assenbly finds that
persons attenpting to escape from actual or threatened
donestic violence or stalking frequently establish new nanes
or addresses in order to prevent their assailants or probable
assailants fromfinding them The purpose of this Act is to
enable State and |ocal agencies to respond to requests for
public records wthout disclosing the changed nane or
| ocation of a victim of donmestic violence or stalking, to
enabl e i nteragency cooperation with the Attorney General in
providing nane and address confidentiality for victinms of
donestic violence or stalking, and to enable State and | ocal
agencies to accept a programparticipant's use of an address
designated by the Attorney CGeneral as a substitute mailing

addr ess.

Section 10. Definitions. Unless the context clearly
requires otherwise, the definitions in this Section apply
t hroughout this Act:

"Address" nmeans a residential street address, school
address, or wrk address of an individual, as specified on
the individual's application to be a program participant
under this Act.

"Adult person" neans a person 18 years of age or ol der

"Domestic violence" neans an act as defined in Section
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103 of the Illinois Donestic Violence Act of 1986.

"Stal king" neans an act as defined in Section 12-7.3 or
12-7.4 of the Crimnal Code of 1961

"Program participant” nmeans a person certified as a
program partici pant under Section 20.

"Denonstration" neans a project, 18 nonths in duration,
inplenmented within the 8 designated counties in western
II'linois that are designed to test the operational integrity
of the address confidentiality program

" Addr ess confidentiality program manager"” neans the
person at the O fice of the Attorney General responsible for

the adm nistration of the address confidentiality program

Section 15. Address confidentiality program
adm nistration. Subject to appropriation, the Attorney
CGener al shal | adm ni ster a denonstration addr ess

confidentiality program At the end of the time period for
the denonstration, an evaluation shall be conducted to
determ ne whether or not the program enhances the safety and
security of the victins of donestic violence or stalking and
if the program design neets the needs of victins of donestic
vi ol ence or stal king. | mpl enent ati on of t he addr ess
confidentiality statewde initiative shall proceed if it is
determ ned that the use of the programservices warrants the
cost of the program inplenentation and appropriations are

provided for this action.

Section 20. Program participants.

(a) An adult person, a parent or |egal guardian acting
on behalf of a mnor, or a | egal guardian acting on behal f of
a person wunder legal disability may apply to the Attorney
CGeneral to have an address certified by the Attorney GCeneral
serve as the person's address or the address of the m nor or

the person under |egal disability. An application shall be
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conpleted in person at a designated comrunity-based victins'
assi stance program

The application process shall include a requirenent that
the applicant neet with a victinms' assistance counsel or and
receive orientation information about the program The
Attorney General shall approve an application if it is filed
in the manner and on the form prescribed by the Attorney
CGeneral and if it contains all of the foll ow ng:

(1) A sworn statenment by the applicant, and
W t nessed by an appointed representative of any agency
designated in witing under Section 60 of this Act, that
t he applicant has good reason to believe both of the
fol | ow ng:

(A that the applicant, or the mmnor or

i ncapaci tated person on whose behal f the application

is made, is a victim of donestic violence or

st al ki ng; and

(B) that the applicant fears for his or her
safety or his or her <children's safety, or the
safety of the mnor or incapacitated person on whose
behal f the application is made.

(2) If the applicant alleges that the basis for the
application is that the applicant, or the mnor or person
under legal disability on whose behalf the application is
made, is a victimof donestic violence, the application
shall be acconpanied by at |east 2 pieces of evidence
i ncluding, but not limted to, any of the foll ow ng:

(A) police, court, or other government agency
reports, orders, or files; or

(B) any other evidence supporting the sworn
statenments that provides the basis for the claim or
physi cal evidence of the act or acts of donestic

vi ol ence or stal king from

(1) a donestic violence program if the
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person is alleged to be a victimof donestic
vi ol ence;

(1i) a legal, nedical, or the ot her
prof essional fromwhomthe applicant or person
on whose behalf the application is nade has
sought assistance in dealing with the alleged
donestic violence or stal king; or

(ti1) any individual wth know edge of
the circunstances that provides the basis for
the claim or physical evidence of the act or
acts of donestic violence or stalking.

(3) A designation of a representative of any agency
designated in witing under Section 60 of this Act as an
agent for purposes of service of process and for the
pur pose of receipt of mail.

(4) The miling addresses where the applicant and
agent can be contacted by the Attorney General and the
phone nunber or nunbers where the applicant can be called
by the Attorney General.

(5) The address or addresses that the applicant
requests not be disclosed for the reason that disclosure
will increase the risk of donestic violence or stalking.

(6) The signature of the applicant and of any
i ndi vidual or representative of any office designated in
writing under Section 60 who assisted in the preparation
of the application and the date on which the applicant
signed the application.

(7) Proof of a | egal change of nane, as
appropri ate.

(b) Applications shall be filed by mail wth the office

of the Attorney General.

(c) The Attorney Ceneral shall certify the applicant as

a program participant upon the filing of a properly conpleted

application. Applicants shall be certified for one year
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followng the date of filing unless the certificationis
withdrawn or invalidated before that date. The Attorney
General shall by rule establish a renewal procedure.

(d) A person who falsely attests in an application that
di scl osure of the applicant's address would endanger the
applicant's safety or the safety of the applicant's children
or the mnor or person under |egal disability on whose behal f
the application is made, or who knowi ngly provides false or
incorrect information wupon nmaking an application, is guilty
of a Cass A m sdeneanor. A notice shall be printed in bold
type and in a conspicuous location on the face of the
application informng the applicant of the penalties under

this subsection

Section 25. Agent; service.

(a) Service on the agent of any summobns, wit, notice,
demand, or process shall be made by delivering to the agent 2
copies of the summons, wit, notice, demand, or process.

(b) If a sumons, wit, notice, demand, or process is
served on the agent, the agent shall imediately cause a copy
to be forwarded to the programparticipant at the address
shown on the records of the address confidentiality program
so that the summons, wit, notice, demand, or process is
received by the programparticipant within 3 days of the
agent having received it.

(c) The agent shall keep a record of all summonses,
wits, notices, demands, and processes served upon the agent
under this Section and shall record the tine of that service.
The agent shall forward docunentation indicating that this
information is on file at the agency to the Attorney General.

(d) The Ofice of the Attorney GCeneral, any agent or
person enployed by the Attorney General, and any agent shal
be held harm ess fromany liability in any action brought by

any person injured or harnmed as a result of the handling of
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first-class mail on behalf of program participants.

Section 30. Nane changes of program participants;
confidential. The Attorney GCeneral and agent shall keep
confidential name changes of program participants obtained
pursuant to subsection (b) of Section 21-102 of the Code of
G vil Procedure. The Attorney Ceneral and agent shall have
t he same responsibilities and obligations to program
partici pants who have obtai ned a name change as to any other

program partici pant under this Act.

Section 35. Term nation of program participant's
certification.

(a) The address confidentiality program nmanager nmay
term nate a program participant's certification and
invalidate his or her authorization card for any of the
foll ow ng reasons:

(1) The program participant's certification term
has expired and certification renewal has not been
conpl et ed.

(2) The address confidentiality program manager has
det erm ned that false information was wused in the
application process or that participation in the program
is being used as a subterfuge to avoid detection of
illegal or crimnal activity or apprehension by |aw
enf or cenment .

(3) The program participant no |onger resides at
the residential address listed on the application, and
has not provided at Ileast 10 days' prior notice in
witing of a change in address.

(4) A service of process docunent or mail forwarded
to the program participant by the address confidentiality
program nmanager or agent is returned as nondeliverable.

(5) The program participant obtains a Ilegal nane
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change and fails to notify the Attorney General within 10

days.

(b) If termnation is a result of paragraph (1), (3),
(4), or (5) of subsection (a), the address confidentiality
program manager shall send witten notification of the
intended termnation to the program participant. The program
participant shall have 5 business days in which to appeal the
termnation wunder procedures developed by the Att or ney
Gener al .

(c) The address confidentiality program manager shal
notify in witing the county clerk or board of election
comm ssioners and authorized personnel of the appropriate
county clerk's or board of election conm ssioners' office,
county recorder's office, the |local departnent of public
heal th, and any schools attended by the program participant
or hi s or her children of the program participant's
certification withdrawal or term nation.

(d) Upon receipt of this termnation notification, agent
shall transmt to the address confidentiality program manager
all appropriate admnistrative records pertaining to the
program participant and shall no | onger be responsible for
mai ntaining the confidentiality of a termnated program
participant's record.

(e) Follow ng term nation of program partici pant
certification as a result of subsection (a), the address
confidentiality program manager nmay disclose information
contained in the participant's application.

(f) Any records or docunents pertaining to a program
partici pant shall be retained and held confidential for a
period of 3 years after termnation of certification and then

dest royed.

Section 40. Wthdrawal from program participation.

(a) A program participant may wthdraw from program
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participation by submtting to the address confidentiality
program manager witten notification of withdrawal and his or
her current identification card. Certification shall be

term nated on the date of receipt of this notification

Section 45. Designated address.

(a) A program participant may request that State and
| ocal agencies use the address designated by the Attorney
Ceneral as his or her address. Wen creating a public record,
State and |ocal agencies shall accept the address designated
by the Attorney General as a program participant's substitute
address, unless the Attorney General has determ ned both of
the foll ow ng:

(1) The agency has a bona fide statutory or
adm nistrative requirenment for the use of the address
that woul d ot herw se be confidential under this Act.

(2) This address wll be wused only for those
statutory and admnistrative purposes and my not be
publicly di ssem nat ed.

(b) A programparticipant may request that State and
| ocal agencies wuse the address designated by the Attorney
General as his or her address. Wien nodi fying or rmaintaining
a public record, excluding the record of any birth, fetal
death, death, or marriage registered under the Vital Records
Act, State and |ocal agencies shall accept the address
designated by the Attorney General as a program participant's
substitute address, unless the Attorney CGener al has
determ ned both of the foll ow ng:

(1) The agency has a bona fide statutory or
adm nistrative requirenment for the use of the address
that woul d ot herw se be confidential under this Act.

(2) This address wll be wused only for those
statutory and admnistrative purposes and my not be

publicly di ssem nat ed.
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(c) A program participant may use the address designated
by the Attorney General as his or her work address.

(d) The agent shall forward all first-class nmail and al
mai | sent by a governnental agency to the appropriate program
partici pants. The agent shall not handle or forward packages
regardl ess of size or type of mailing.

(e) Notwi thstanding subsections (a) and (b), program
participants shall conply with the provisions specified in
Section 6-117 of the Illinois Vehicle Code if requesting
suppression of the records maintained by the Secretary of
State wunder the Illinois Vehicle Code. Program participants
shall also conply with all other provisions of the Illinois
Vehi cl e Code relating to provi di ng current address

information to the Secretary of State.

Section 50. Confidential voting. A program participant
who is otherwise qualified to vote may seek to regi ster and
vote in a confidential manner under Section 4-34, 5-44, or

6-81 of the El ecti on Code.

Section 55. Confidential records. Neither the Attorney
Ceneral nor agent may neke a program participant's address,
ot her than the address designated by the Attorney General, or
a programparticipant's nane change avail able for inspection
or copying, except under any of the follow ng circunstances:

(1) |If requested by a | aw enforcenent agency, to the | aw
enf orcenent agency.

(2) If directed by a court order, to a person identified
in the order.

(3) |If certification has been cancel ed.

Section 60. Assistance from other agencies. The
Attorney General shall designate State and | ocal agencies and

nonprofit agencies that provide counseling and shel ter
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services to victins of donmestic violence or stalking to
assi st persons applying to be program participants. Any
assistance and counseling rendered by the Ofice of the
Attorney Ceneral or its designees to applicants shall in no

way be construed as | egal advice.

Section 65. Rules. The Attorney General nay adopt rul es
to facilitate the admnistration of this Act by State and

| ocal agenci es.

Section 70. Report to the General Assenbly.

(a) The Attorney CGeneral shall submt to the GCeneral
Assenbly, no later than January 10 of each year, a report
that includes the total nunber of applications received for
the program established by this Act. The report shal
di sclose the nunber of program participants wthin each
county and shall also describe any allegations of msuse
relating to el ection purposes.

(b) The Att or ney Ceneral shall comence accepting
applications and other activities under this programon July
1, 2004.

(c) The Attorney Ceneral shall submt a report to the
Ceneral Assenbly by January 1, 2010 that includes the total
nunber of pieces of mail forwarded to program participants,
the nunmber of program participants during the programs
duration, the nunber of program participants who obtained a
confidential nanme change under subsection (b) of Section
21-102 of the Code of G vil Procedure, the average |ength of
time a participant remains in the program and the targeted
Act changes needed to inprove the programs efficiency and

cost-effecti veness.

Section 75. Repeal. This Act is repealed on January 1,

2014.
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Section 105. The Election Code is anended by adding

(c) No action in neqgligence nay be nmai ntai ned agai nst

any governnent entity or officer or enployee of a qgovernnent
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entity as a result of disclosure of the information that is

the subject of this Section unless by a showing of gross

negligence or willful ness.

(d) Subsections (a) and (b) do not apply to any person

granted confidentiality upon receipt by the county clerk of a

witten notice by the address confidentiality program manager

of the withdrawal, invalidation, expiration, or termnation

of the program participant's certification

(e) This Section is repealed on January 1, 2014.

Sec. 2-123. Sale and Distribution of Information.
(a) Except as otherwise provided in this Section, the

Secretary may nake the driver's license, vehicle and title

registration lists, in part or in whole, and any statisti cal
information derived from these lists available to |oca
gover nnment s, elected state officials, state educational

institutions, and all other governnmental units of the State
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and Federal Government requesting them for governnental
purposes. The Secretary shall require any such applicant for
services to pay for the costs of furnishing such services and
the use of +the equipnent involved, and in addition is
enpowered to establish prices and charges for the services so
furnished and for the wuse of the electronic equipnent
utilized.

(b) The Secretary is further enpowered to and he may, in
his discretion, furnish to any applicant, other than |isted
in subsection (a) of this Section, vehicle or driver data on
a conputer tape, disk, other electronic format or conputer
processabl e nmedium or printout at a fixed fee of $250 in
advance and require in addition a further sufficient deposit
based upon the Secretary of State's estimate of +the total
cost of the information requested and a charge of $25 per
1,000 units or part thereof identified or the actual cost,
whi chever is greater. The Secretary is authorized to refund
any difference between the additional deposit and the actual
cost of the request. This service shall not be in lieu of an
abstract of a driver's record nor of atitle or registration
search. This service may be limted to entities purchasing a
m ni mum nunber of records as required by admnistrative rule.

The information sold pursuant to this subsection shall be the

entire vehicle or driver data list, or part thereof. The
information sold pursuant to this subsection shall not
contain personal |y i dentifying information wunless the

information is to be used for one of the purposes identified
in subsection (f-5) of this Section. Commercial purchasers
of driver and vehicle record databases shall enter into a
witten agreenment wth the Secretary of State that includes
di scl osure of the commercial use of the information to be
pur chased.

(c) Secretary of State mnmay issue registration |ists.

The Secretary of State shall conpile and publish, at |east

annually, a |list of all registered vehicles. Each list of
regi stered vehicles shall be arranged serially according to
the registration nunbers assigned to registered vehicles and
shall contain in addition the nanmes and addresses of
registered owners and a brief description of each vehicle
including the serial or other identifying nunber thereof.

(f) The Secretary of State shall mnmake a title or
registration search of the records of his office and a
witten report on the sanme for any person, upon witten
application of such person, acconpanied by a fee of $5 for
each registration or title search. The witten application
shal | set forth t he intended use of the requested
i nformati on. No fee shall be charged for a title or
registration search, or for the certification t her eof
requested by a governnment agency. The report of the title or
regi stration search shall not contain personally identifying
informati on unl ess the request for a search was nmade for one
of the purposes identified in subsection (f-5) of this
Secti on.

The Secretary of State shall certify a title or
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regi stration record upon witten request. The fee for
certification shall be $5 in addition to the fee required for
atitle or registration search. Certification shall be nade
under the signature of the Secretary of State and shall be
aut henticated by Seal of the Secretary of State.

The Secretary of State may notify the vehicle owner or
registrant of the request for purchase of his title or
registration information as the Secretary deens appropriate.

No i nformation shall be released to the requestor until
expiration of a 10 day period. This 10 day period shall not
apply to requests for information nmade by |aw enforcenent
of ficials, gover nnent agencies, financial institutions,
at t or neys, i nsurers, enpl oyers, aut onobi | e associ at ed
busi nesses, persons licensed as a private detective or firms
licensed as a private detective agency under the Private
Detective, Private Alarm and Private Security Act of 1983,
who are enployed by or are acting on behalf of |[|aw
enf or cenent of ficials, gover nnent agenci es, fi nanci al
institutions, attorneys, insurers, enployers, aut onobi | e
associ at ed busi nesses, and other business entities for
pur poses consistent with the Illinois Vehicle Code, the
vehi cl e owner or registrant or other entities as the
Secretary may exenpt by rule and regul ation.

Any m srepresentation made by a requestor of title or
vehicle information shall be punishable as a petty offense,
except in the case of persons licensed as a private detective
or firnms licensed as a private detective agency which shal
be subject to disciplinary sanctions under Section 22 or 25
of the Private Detective, Private Alarm and Private Security
Act of 1983.

(f-5) The Secretary of State shall not disclose or
ot herw se make available to any person or entity any
personal ly identifying information obtained by the Secretary

of State 1in connection with a driver's license, vehicle, or
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title registration record unless the information is disclosed

for one of the follow ng purposes:

(1) For use by any governnment agency, including any
court or |law enforcenent agency, in carrying out its
functions, or any private person or entity acting on
behal f of a federal, State, or local agency in carrying
out its functions.

(2) For wuse in connection wth matters of notor
vehicle or driver safety and theft; notor vehi cl e
em ssions; notor vehicle product alterations, recalls, or
advi sories; performance nonitoring of notor vehicles,
motor vehicle parts, and dealers; and renoval of
non-owner records from the original owner records of
not or vehi cl e manuf act urers.

(3) For use in the normal course of business by a
legitimate busi ness or its agents, enployees, or
contractors, but only:

(A) to verify the accuracy of per sonal

i nformation submtted by an individual to the

busi ness or its agents, enployees, or contractors;

and

(B) if such information as so submtted is not
correct or is no longer correct, to obtain the
correct information, but only for the purposes of
preventing fraud by, pursuing |legal renedies
against, or recovering on a debt or security

i nterest against, the individual.

(4) For wuse in research activities and for use in
produci ng statistical reports, if t he personal |y
identifying information is not published, redisclosed, or
used to contact individuals.

(5) For use in connection with any civil, crimnal,
admnistrative, or arbitral proceeding in any federal,

State, or local court or agency or bef ore any
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self-regulatory body, including the service of process,
investigation in anticipation of litigation, and the
execution or enforcenent of judgnents and orders, or
pursuant to an order of a federal, State, or |ocal court.

(6) For use by any insurer or insurance support
organi zation or by a self-insured entity or its agents,
enpl oyees, or contractors 1in connection wth clains
investigation activities, antifraud activities, rating,
or underwiting.

(8) For use by any private investigative agency or
security service licensed in |Illinois for any purpose
permtted under this subsection.

(9) For use by an enployer or its agent or insurer
to obtain or verify information relating to a holder of a
commer ci al driver's license that 1is required under
chapter 313 of title 49 of the United States Code.

(10) For use in connection with the operation of
private toll transportation facilities.

(11) For wuse by any requester, if the requester
denonstrates it has obtained the witten consent of the
i ndi vidual to whomthe information pertains.

(12) For wuse by nenbers of the news nedia, as
defined in Section 1-148.5, for t he pur pose of
newsgat hering when the request relates to the operation
of a notor vehicle or public safety.

(13) For any other use specifically authorized by
law, if that use is related to the operation of a notor
vehicle or public safety.

(f-6) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsecti on

(f-5), any residence address obtained by the Secretary of

State in connection with a driver's |license, vehicle, or

title registration record is confidential and nay not be
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di scl osed to any person, except:

(1) A court, |l aw enforcenent agency, or other

gover nnent agency, or as authorized in clauses (2), (3),

(4), (5), (6), or (7) of this subsection (f-6).

(2) A financial institution |licensed by the State

or federal governnent to do business in this State that

states under penalty of perjury that it has obtained a

witten waiver from the confidentiality provisions of

this subsection (f-6) signed by the individual whose

address is requested, except t hat t he fi nanci al

institution may provide the address of any person who has

entered into an agreenent held by that institution prior

to the effective date of this anendatory Act of the 93rd

CGCeneral Assenbly, so long as that agreenent remains in

ef fect.

(3) An insurance conpany licensed to do business in

this State when the conpany, under penalty of perjury,

requests the information for the purpose of obtaining the

(5) A vehicle manufacturer licensed to do business in

this State if the nmanufacturer, or its agent, under penalty

of perjury, requests and uses the information only for the

pur pose of safety, warranty, enission, or product recall i f

the manufacturer offers to nmake and nakes any changes at no

cost to the vehicle owner.

(6) A dealer licensed to do business in this State |if

the dealer, or its agent, under penalty of perjury, requests

and uses the information only for the purpose of conpleting

regi stration transacti ons and documents.

(7) A person who, under penalty of perjury, requests

and uses the informati on and makes a witten assurance to the

Secretary of State that the information will be wused solely

for statistical research or reporting purposes, but only if
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the infornation to be disclosed is in a form that wll not

identify any individual and if the request specifies that no

persons will be contacted by nail or otherw se at the address

included with the infornmation released. The information

rel eased by the Secretary of State under this clause (7) nny

not be in a formthat identifies any person. Resi denti al

addr esses rel eased under this clause (7) may not be used for

direct marketing or solicitation for the purchase of any

consuner product or service.

(f-7) Any registration or driver's license record of a

person nay be suppressed fromany other person, except those

persons specified in subsection (f-6), if t he person

requesting the suppression subnits verification acceptable to

the Secretary of State that he or she has reasonable cause to

believe either of the follow ng:

(1) that he or she is the subject of stalking; and

(2) that there exists a threat of death or great

bodily injury to his or her person.

Upon suppression of a record, each r equest f or

information about that record shall be authorized by the

subject of the record or verified as legitimate by other

investigative neans by the Secretary of State before the

information i s rel eased.

(g) 1. The Secretary of State may, upon receipt of a
witten request and a fee of $6, furnish to the person or
agency so requesting a driver's record. Such docunent
may include a record of: current driver's i cense
i ssuance information, except that the information on
judicial driving permts shall be available only as
otherwise provided by this Code; convictions; orders
entered revoki ng, suspending or canceling a driver's
license or privil ege; and notations of accident
involvenent.

2. The Secretary of State may certify an abstract
of a driver's record upon witten request therefor.
Such certification shall be made under the signature of
the Secretary of State and shall be authenticated by the
Seal of his office.

3. Al requests for driving record information
shall be made in a manner prescribed by the Secretary and
shall set forth the intended use of the requested
i nformation.

The Secretary of State may notify the affected
driver of the request for purchase of his driver's record
as the Secretary deens appropriate.

No information shall be released to the requester
until expiration of a 10 day period. This 10 day period

Section 22 or 25 of the Private Detective, Private Al arm
and Private Security Act of 1983.

4. The Secretary of State may furnish w thout fee,
upon the witten request of a | aw enforcenent agency, any
information from a driver's record on file with the
Secretary of State when such information is required in
the enforcenment of this Code or any other law relating to
the operation of notor vehicles, including records of
di spositions; docunmented information involving the use of
a notor vehicle; whether such individual has, or
previously had, a driver's license; and the address and
personal description as reflected on said driver's
record.

5. Except as otherwise provided in this Section,
the Secretary of State may furnish, wi t hout fee,
information from an individual driver's record on file,
if awitten request therefor is submtted by any public
transit system or authority, public defender, |aw
enf orcenment agency, a state or federal agency, or an
II'linois local intergovernnental association, if the
request is for the purpose of a background check of
applicants for enploynent with the requesting agency, or
for the purpose of an official investigation conducted by
the agency, or to determne a current address for the
driver so public funds can be recovered or paid to the
driver, or for any other purpose set forth in subsection
(f-5) of this Section.

The Secretary may al so furnish the courts a copy of
an abstract of a driver's record, wthout fee, subsequent

to an arrest for a violation of Section 11-501 or a
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simlar provision of a |ocal ordinance. Such abstract
may i ncl ude records of di sposi tions; docunent ed
information involving the use of a notor vehicle as
contained in the current file; whether such individual
has, or previously had, a driver's license; and the
address and personal description as reflected on said
driver's record.

6. Any certified abstract issued by the Secretary
of State or transmtted electronically by the Secretary
of State pursuant to this Section, to a court or on
request of a | aw enforcenent agency, for the record of a
named person as to the status of the person's driver's
license shall be prima facie evidence of the facts
therein stated and if the name appearing in such abstract
is the sanme as that of a person nanmed in an information
or warrant, such abstract shall be prima facie evidence
that the person naned in such information or warrant is
t he sanme person as the person naned in such abstract and
shall be adm ssible for any prosecution under this Code
and be admtted as proof of any prior conviction or proof
of records, notices, or orders recorded on individual
driving records nmaintained by the Secretary of State.

7. Subject to any restrictions contained in the
Juvenile Court Act of 1987, and upon receipt of a proper
request and a fee of $6, the Secretary of State shal
provide a driver's record to the affected driver, or the
affected driver's attorney, wupon verification.

Vehicle Safety Act of 1986, (4) pursuant to the order of a
court of conpetent jurisdiction, or (5) to the Departnment of
Public A d for utilization in the child support enforcenent
duties assigned to that Departnent under provisions of the
Public A d Code after the individual has received advanced
meani ngful notification of what redisclosure is sought by the
Secretary in accordance wth the federal Privacy Act.

(j) Medical statenments or nmedical reports received in
the Secretary of State's Ofice shall be confidential. No
confidential information may be open to public inspection or
t he contents disclosed to anyone, except officers and
enpl oyees of the Secretary who have a need to know the
information contained in the nedical reports and the Driver
Li cense Medical Advisory Board, unless so directed by an
order of a court of conpetent jurisdiction.

interest. Waiver or reduction of the feeis in the public
interest if the principal purpose of the request is to access
and dissem nate information regarding the health, safety, and
wel fare or the legal rights of the general public and is not
for the principal purpose of gaining a personal or comerci al
benefit. The information provided pursuant to this subsection
shall not contain personally identifying information unless
the information is to be wused for one of the purposes
identified in subsection (f-5) of this Section.

(o) The redi scl osure of personal |y i dentifying
information obtained pursuant to this Section is prohibited,
except to the extent necessary to effectuate the purpose for
whi ch t he original disclosure of the information was
permtted.

(p) The Secretary of State is enpowered to adopt rules
to effectuate this Section.

(a) The petition shall set forth the nane then held, the
name sought to be assuned, the residence of the petitioner,
the length of tine the petitioner has resided in this State,
and the state or country of the petitioner's nativity or
supposed nativity. The petition shall be signed by the
person petitioning or, in case of mnors, by the parent or
guardi an having the | egal custody of the mnor. The petition
shall be verified by the affidavit of some credible person.

(b) Wien the petition for a change of nane all eges that

the reason for the petition is to avoid donmestic viol ence, as

defined in Section 103 of the Illinois Donestic Violence Act

of 1986, or stalking, as defined in Section 12-7.3 or 12-7.4

of the Crim nal Code of 1961, and the petitioner is a

participant in the address confidentiality program created

under the Victins of Stal king and Domestic Violence Address

Confidentiality Act, the petition, the order of the court,

and the notice of publication in Section 21-103 shall,

instead of reciting the proposed nane, indicate that the

proposed nane is confidential and will be on file wth the

At t or ney Gener al under the provisions of the address

confidentiality programcreated under the Victins of StalKing

and Donestic Violence Address Confidentiality Act.
